SILK PORTRAIT NOT ART. 


The woven silk portrait of Washing- 
ton, given by the women of Lyons, 
France, to the City of New York, and 
brought here about fifty years ago, has 
been withdrawn from the Governor’s 
Room in the City Hall, on the ground 
that it is not a work of art. The por- 
trait was copied from the well-known 
Stuart of Washington, and 
viewed a few feet off it looks like a 
steel engraving. It is said to have cost 
$10,000. 

The Municipal Art Commission has 
jurisdiction over paintings and _ por- 
traits in the Governor's Room. The

Mr. Theodore Marburg 
and Mr. William M,. Ellicott, who have 
the subject much in heart, are very much 
| disappointed, though, of course, there is 
a hope that some o ther ha.l or house may 
be found that will accommodate the ex- 
hibition, 
| But the Municipal Art 
}which Mr. William M. Ellicott is chair- 
man, met the other day at his home on 
Mount Vernon Place, and decided to de- 
vote its energies towards the establish- 
ment of a large building in which to hold 
exhibitions of art and to establish a reg- 
ular museum as a permanent institution. 
Some of the members of the society favor 
a large art museum in Druid Hill Park, 
so that as time goes on there will be 
plenty of room for expansion. Atten- 
tion was called to the fact that the Acad- 
emy of Fine Arts has so expanded that 
there is now a movement on foot to take 
the school to Fairmont Park. The Bos- 
ton Museum has been established in one 
of the parks and the Metropolitan Muse- 
um is in Central Park, New York 

The Society has also planned to give a 
series of lectures on Art and will lend 
its support to small exhibitions which 
will be held under the auspices of the 
Charcoal Club. It will aid in every way 
the Water Color Exhibition later in the 
season.

Mrs. Augusta Saint Gaudens, admin-

of her husband which was painted in 
1906 by Miss Ellen Emmet, and which 
was bought from Miss Emmet by the 
; museum in April, 1908. On the appli- 





- |cation of counsel in the case Supreme 


Court Justice McCall yesterday ap- 
pointed Charles F. Brown referee to 
hear and determine the case. 

The portrait involved was regarded 
by Mr. Saint Gaudens as the best like- 
ness of himself with the exception of a 
replica of a portrait painted in 1880 by 
Kenyon Cox, the original of which 
was destroyed. 

Mrs. Saint Gaudens declares it was 
her husband’s understanding that the 
portrait was his and that Miss Emmet 
was keeping it to make a copy to send 
to England. The sculptor’s wife says 
she didn’t know Miss Emmet intended 
to sell it until a month after the Mu- 
seum bought it. 

The answer of the Museum is that it 
is an innocent purchaser of the por- 
trait and is in no way involved in the 
controversy over the ownership before 
it was purchased.

Exhibitors whose 
vorks are for sale are advised to en- 
er a low but fixed price. A commission 
of 15% will be charged on all sales. 

Tire Academy is rich in awards. 
Those given annually are: The Gold 
liedal of the Academy, awarded at 
the discretion of the Board of Direct- 
ors, in recognition of high achieve- 
ment in the profession or eminent ser- 
vice in the cause of Art or to the 
Academy. The Temple Trust fund, 
created by the late Joseph E. Temple, 
yields an annual income of eighteen 
hundred dollars for the purchase of 
works of art at the discretion of the 
Academy, and for the issue of medals 
to artists. The Walter Lippincott 
Prize of three hundred dollars will be 
given for the best oil, by an American 
artist. The May Smith prize of one hun- 
dred dollars, founded by the late Rus 
sell Smith, will be awarded to the 
painter of.the best painting by a wo- 
man artist, resident in Philadelphia.

ADDITION TO MUSEUM. 


To enlarge the Metropolitan Museum 
the city has asked for bids for the build 
ing of an addition 206 feet long to the 
north side of the structure. The bids are 
to be opened on December g and are to 
be based on drawings prepared by the 
architects. McKim, Meade & White. 

This addition is to have two stories and 
a basement and correspond with the wing 
which has been completed. It will cost 
about $350,000 and must be completed 
within 350 days after the letting of the 
contract. It is called Addition H. It 
will be built of limestone and its adern- 
ment will be identical with that of Addi- 
tion E. 

Mr. Edward Robinson, actine director 
of the Museum, said the new wing would 
be used for general col'ections. It will 
extend the Museum to Eighty-fourth 
street and will be the last addition to the 
north. 

Other additions will be constructed to 
ward the west. When thev are built it 
is said the Metropolitan wil be the larg- 
est institution of its kind in the world. 
With Addition H, however, it will still 
be less in area than the Louvre and sev- 
eral other repositories of Art.

FINE ARMOR IN AMERICA. 

Mr. Guy F. Laking, armorer to his 
majesty, King Edward VII, has been 
visiting the Museums and private col- 
lections in this city and vicinity, and 


expresses himself as being both sur-| 
prised and pleased at what he finds | 


here. Mr. Laking considers the collec- 
tion of armor in the Metropolitan Mu- 


seum the finest public collection in the! 


world, because it now contains the 
finest private collection ever brought 
out of Europe, that of the Duc de Dino, 
and that is so excellent because it was 
put together by the greatest connois- 
seur of armor that ever lived, Baron de 
Crosson. Many articles in the collec- 
tion came from old English houses, 
and Mr. lLaking said that one shield 
came from Windsor Castle, and was 
made by Jacob Topf. 

Since his visit here three years ago, 
Mr. Laking found that but few new 
additions of armor had been made to 
the collection at the Museum, but the 


rearrangement of the cases pleased 
him very much, The collection of 


Japanese armor he found greatly in- 
creased, and truly wonderful. Outside 


the Imperial Japanese collection he be- 
catholic and representative character! 


lieves that no museum in the world pos- 
sesses anything approaching the num- 
ber of interesting Japanese armaments, 
both armor and weapons, dating as far 
back as the [Xth century, and coming 


‘down to the time of the dismember- 


ment of feudalism in Japan. 


Mr. Laking spoke in high terms of | 


the progress that the Museum is mak- 
ing, and prophesied that it will sooff be 
the foremost museum in the world, and 
praised its splendid staff and Mr. Pier- 
pont Morgan’s generosity. He also 
spoke in high terms of the collections 
of Mr. P. A, B. Widener, of Philadel- 
phia, Frank Macomber, of Boston, Dr. 
Bashford Dean, Edward Litchfield, and 
the late Giovanni Morosini. Of the 
Boston Museum, Mr. Laking said it is 
the most wonderfully arranged of any 
he ever saw, having every up-to-date 
convenience for showing what it con- 
tains. He was much pleased with the 
pictures of the early American School, 
from 1780 to 1820, though the names 
of the artists are unknown to the world 
at large, and admired the sketches from 
life from which Gilbert Stuart painted 
his famous portrait of Washington. 

As to the much-discussed wax bust, 
Mr. Laking considers it a “really great 
work of art,” and says that “it certainly 
ranks in a very high place in the series 
of statues that we are acquainted 
with.” He has a high regard for Dr. 
Bode’s judgment, and thinks he is near- 
er right than some of his English 
‘ritics.

OBITUARY. 
Charles Stewart Smith. 

Charles Stewart Smith, noted in the 
commercial, financial, political, artistic, 
and social affairs of this city for years, 
died yesterday of pleurisy at his home, 
25 West Forty-seventh Street. Born 
77 years ago in Exeter, N. H., he came 
here as a boy without capital or back- 
ing and rose steadily till he headed the 
dry goods firm of Smith, Hogg & 
| Gardiner. 
| Mr. Smith was a discriminating col- 
lector. His collection included the 
works of: Messonnier, Diaz, Dupre, 
Daubigny, De la Croix, Decamps, De- 
taille, Troyon, Gerome, Domingo, Cav- 
anel Gleyre, Knause, Rousseau, 
Bargue, Jules Breton, Defragge, Bol- 
dini, Zamacois, Millet, Fourtny, Corot, 
Kdouard Frere, Leloir, Ziem, De Neu- 
ville, Shreyer, Van Marcke, Cazin, and 
Munkacsy, He has also examples of 
the work of many well-known Ameri- 
can painters. 

He had presented to the Metropoli- 
tan Museum a valuable collection of 
'Chinese and Japanese porcelains gath- 
ered abroad, and some of the pictures. 








John Caldwell. 

John Caldwell, prominent in busi- 
ness, church and art circles of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., died from an attack of 
heart disease on Nov. 23. He was 
born in the north of Ireland about sev- 
enty years ago and was the son of a 
Presbyterian clergyman. Mr. Caldwell 
eary developed the sturdy character 
that later brought him to the fore as 
‘one of the builders of the greatest man- 
ufacturing cities in the world. He had 
been a resident of Pittsburgh upward 
of fifty years. 

Mr, Caldwell had a world-wide repu- 
|tation as an art connoisseur and col- 
‘lector of rare books. His collections 
at his Edgewood home are said to be 
‘among the most valuable in existence. 
|e was particularly fond of etchings, 
‘and his collection of Whistler's is said 
ito be unequaled. His books have 
been gathered from all parts of the 
‘world and are reputed to be priceless. 
At his death Mr. Caldwell was chair- 
man of the fine arts committee of the 
Carnegie Institute trustees. 


Cyprien Godebski. 

Cyprien Godebski, the sculptor, died 
in Paris on Nov. 26. He was born at 
Mery-sur-Cher, France, in 1835. He 
was educated at the Polish school at 
Batignolles and in the studio of Jouf- 
froy. 

\mong the works of Cyprien Godeb- 
ski are the decoration of the Hotel des 
Invalides at Lemberg, in Galicia; stat- 
ues of the generals Landon and Lassy, 
for the arsenal at Vienna; the monu- 
ment to Moniuszko in the cathedral at 
\Varsaw ; a monument commemorative 
of the Crimean War for the city of Se- 
bastopol, and the monument to Theo- 
phile Gautier at the Cemetery du Nord 
at Paris. Many of his portrait busts 
and other works have anpeared at ex- 
hibitions since 1857. He received a 
‘medal at Philadelphia for the “Drunk- 
‘en Moujik” and a “Russian Feasant 
Woman,” both in marble. Two of his
